street in Leav eaworth last Satu r­ 
day night and tore it down. 
An 
hou r later, at 11 o’clock , the walls 
that were left standing were fou nd 
to be in flames. 
A t midnight an­ 
other attemp t was made by tfc 
soldiers to tear down the remain­ 
ing walls. 
The trou ble 
started ov er the 
stabbing of a soldier by a cegro'-in 
the resort early in the day . 
Each 
time the soldiers began to tear u p 
the bu ilding the entire p olice force 
drov e them away . 
Policeman Josep h W ager stru ck 
a soldier in the back of the head at 


I o’clock Su nday morning and it is 
believ ed his neck is brok en. 
The 
downtown 
streets 
were 
then 
swarming with soldiers. 
Troop F, Fou rth cav alry , u nder 
command of Cap tain Ty ree Riv ers, 
rode 
into 
Leav enworth 
fu lly 
eq u ip p ed Su nday morning at 2 
o’clock to q u ell the riots on the 
streets and disp erse the crowds of 
soldiers. 
A t 2 :30 o’clock the sol­ 
diers began leav ing the streets, and 
soon all was q u iet. 
Eli Lou ck s, a soldier,was stabbed 
to death by John Graham, a negro 
hanger-on, early Satu rday morn­ 
ing. 
It is sa'd that the stabbing 
of Lou ck s was u np rov ok ed and 
when it was rep orted that Lou ck s 
was dead the soldiers became great­ 
ly incensed. 
Threats were made 
that Graham wou ld be ly nched. 
W hen these reached the city the 
mu nicip al au thorities q u ietly re­ 
mov ed Graham from the city to 
he cou nty jail, and later to Kansas 
City , Kas. 
From 6 00 to 7 00 soldiers were in 
he city in the early ev ening, bu t 
ev ery thing was q u iet u ntil near 10 
’clock , when many of them gath­ 
ered near the Main street hou se. 
W hen the soldiers began gathering 
he inmates of the hou se lied and 
none was inju red. 
Soon after the wreck ing began 
he p olice hu rried to the p lace 
armed with p istols and riot gu ns. 
Only a few of the soldiers had re­ 
v olv ers, and no shots were fired by 
hem. The p olice fired a few shots 
into the grou nd. 
Three soldiers 
were clu bbed by the p olice. 
The 
conserv ativ e element among the 
soldiers did not tak e p art in the 
demonstration. 
W ithin 
twenty 
minu ses after the first arriv al of the 
police ev ery thing was q u iet in the 
neighborhood. 
A little after 11 o’clock an at- 
:emp t was made to bu rn down 
what remained of the frame p art 
of the bu ilding at 210 Main street 
The fire was getting u nder way 
when the firemen arriv ed and p u t 
it ou t. 
On inv estigation it was 
fou nd that someone had slip p ed 
into the rear of the bu ilding and 
sp rink led coal oil abou t. 
Shortly after midnight 100 or 
moie soldiers made a third attemp t 
to tear down the last v estige of the 
hou se. 
They formed a comp any 
order and were mov ing on the 
p lace when the p olice disp ersed 
them.

Marshal Cranston ordered all sa 
loons closed shortly after midnight

Interesting Proceedings Against an 
Officer. 


Impeachment charges have been 
filed against John F. Givens, mar­ 
shal, by the city attorney, J. T. 
Barker, 
at 
LaPlata, 
Mo. 
The 
officer 
is 
charged 
with 
having 
neglected his official duty. 
A m ong other things it is alleged 
that he rides on railroad transporta­ 
tion or on passes; that he permitted 
freight trains to blockade the cross­ 
ings without protests; that he al­ 
lowed stock to run at large; that 
be was frequently off duty without 
the consent of the cily authorities, 
and that he remained home all day 
on the nation’s holiday instead of 
being down on the streets prevent­ 
ing dii^turbances, 
Mr. Givens has employed law­ 
yers to represent him when 
the 
charges against him will be tried, 
which will be before the council of 
the city sitting as a court of im­ 
peachment, Thursday evening. 
The officer’s defense will be an 
emphatic denial of the charges. 
A 
few weeks ago an ordinance 
was 
passed by the city empowering the 
council to try any officer against 
whom charges were made of neg­ 
lect of duty, after three days’ no­ 
tice. 
Mr. Givens claims that this or­ 
dinance was enacted solely for the 
purpose of reacliing his case. 
IVfr. 
Givens is deputy sheriff of Macon 
county as well as town marshal 
and is the principal bailiff of the 
court 
during the term of circuit 
court in that town when the sheriff 
is absent. 
He was also a member 
of Joe Shelby’ s fighting Missouri­ 
ans during the war and made a 
good army record.

TESTS II} FEEDING. 


Clover and Cowpea Hay Superior to 
Timothy for Fattening Cattle. 


T ests m ade by H , J . W aters, of 
the experim ent station at C olum ­ 
bia, have dem onstrated that cow pea 
hay or clover hay are im m ensely 
superior to tim othy hay as a rough 
feed for fatte ning cattle on corn. 
In tw o tests, in 
w hich yearling 
steers were used, an average daily 
gain of 
1.54 pounds w as m ade on 
four poucds of corn fed w ith c ow ­ 
pea hay and .65 of a pound on corn 
fed w ith tim othy hay. 
In another test, w here six pounds 
of corn were fed daily to each steer, 
the gain was one pound per day, 
w ith tim othy hay for roughness, 
tw o pounds w ith clover bay, .57 of 
a pound w ith millet hay, and .52 
of a pound w ith sorghum fodder. 
In still another test, m ade w ith 
3-year-old steers full fed on shelled 
corn, it w as found th a t steers w ith 
tim othy hay for roughness gained 
five pounds for each bushel of corn 
fe d ; those w ith clover gained 6.44 
pounds for each bushel of corn fed, 
and those w ith cow pea hay m ade a 
gain of 6.46 pounds for each bushel 
of corn.
